UQAM Strike: 

FNEQ supports SPUQ

The central council of the 
Federation Nationale des En- 
seignants du Québec (FNEQ) 
has announced that 65 of its 
affiliated unions will stage a 
one-day work stoppage * Feb- 
ruary 8 to support 300 striking 
Université du Québec' à 
Montréal (UQAM) professors on 
strike since October 18. 

An FNEQ spokesperson 
made the announcement Mon- 
day at a press conference called 
by the Syndicat des Professeurs 
de l'UQAM (SPUQ). 

The FNEQ spokesperson 
stated that the walkout was de- 
signed as a show of solidarity 
for SPUQ in their negotiations 
with the UQAM administration. 
Me added that FNEQ, represen- 
ting 6,000 teachers, hoped this 
action might eventually force 
thePQ Government to'lntervene 
in the 15-week-old dispute. 
Negotiations are presently 
deadlocked. 

SPUQ President Jean-Pierre 
Cheneval said trie strike was 
called to protest "La Reforme 
Després", which he claimed 
alms at reorganizing the role 
and function of the university by 
concentrating all decision 
powers in the hands of the 
university president. 

The reorganization is "anti- 
democratic and anti-union" and 
"attempts to shift control of 
programs, orientation of the 
university, and research from 
professors to administrators." 

Cheneval denounced the 
Quebec Ministry of Education 



for advising SPUQ to forget 
about professors' participation 
In university management and 
instead concentrate negotia- 
tions on working conditions and 
salary scales. 

The union contends that the 
right of participation in hiring 
and tenure decisions, which 
was acquired by professors in a 
previous strike In -1973, has 
been lost as a result of the 
reorganization. Cheneval stated 
that the UQAM professors will 
not permit the loss of acquired 
rights and will not return to work 
until "this matter of principle" 
has been settled. 

Michel Meilleur, speaking on 
behalf of UQAM maintenance 
workers, who have supported 
SPUQ by respecting picket 
lines, charged that the 
administration has penalized 
workers for their support of the 
professors' union. . 

During the strike they have 
not received any of their regular 
pay and have already lost six 
weeks' salary. UQAM is 
presently offering the workers 
57 percent of their salary— a 
statement flatly rejected by the 
union leadership. 

Meilleur noted that U of Laval 
maintenance workers received 
full salaries during the Laval 
strike although they also 
respected picket lines set up by 
striking professors. In a 
previous UQAM maintenance 
workers' strike, the faculty also 
received full pay when they 
respected picket lines. 




Nuclear Physicist claims: 

UFO s a reality

Implying that our civiliza- 
tion may be, "technologically ' 
retarded" in comparison with 
possible alien civilizations, 
clear physicist Stanton 
Friedman last night offered 
evidence that our planet has 
been visited by "extra-terres- 
trial beings". 

Having worked on the 
American Pioneer Space 
Project which sent a probe to 
Jupiter, Friedman referred to 
various UFO sightings as 
proof of visits made by alien 
life. 

Stressing the meagre status 
of earth in the universe, 
Friedman showed that human 
technology is confined to a 
tiny fraction of the cosmic 
time scale. "Our advanced 
technology", he said, "has 
been . around for approxi- 



mately 100 years" adding that 
"there are stars known to be 
10 to 15 billion years old". 
1 In classifying, the huge 
number of sightings reported, 
Friedman spoke of three 
categories of Witness. These 
included people whose claims 
were later disproved after In- 
vestigation, those for which 
not enough data were 
supplied and, finally, those 
sightings for which explana- 
tions could not be found. 

Concentrating on the latter, 
Friedman drew a composite 
picture of a flying saucer. 
UFOs "generally hover, are 
disc shaped, glow and one 
characteristic which they all 
seem to share Is their 
manoeuvrability".

Statistics Canada survey: 

Accessibility of higher education 



OTTAWA (CUP)-The Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State 
has just released a study which 
concludes that finances have 
little effect on accessibility to 
post-secondary education. 

But the report, entitled 
"Some Characteristics of Post- 
Secondary Students In Can- 
ada," admits that the data on 
which this conclusion Is based 
is the least reliable, due to low 
rate of response. 

The report also noted that as 
the survey is based on the 
responses of those who are 
already post-secondary stua- 
ents, finances may have had "a 
direct effect on the educational 
plans of students who did not 
proceed to post-secondary ed- 
ucation." 

The survey, carried out bet- 
ween 1974 and 75, by Statistics 
Canada, found that of the 
60,000 students questioned 
"nearly forty per cent of full- 
time undergraduates reported 
fathers' Incomes of $15,000 or 
more," while only 20 per cent of 
married Canadian males earn 
upwards of $15,000 yearly. 

A "considerable" number of 
students used student loans to 
finance their education, but the 
majority did not, and most of 
these people said they had little 
need or student aid, the report 
states. Finding that those who 
did borrow relied on -student 
loans as "an important source 
of income," the report conc- 
. ludes that "There seems to be 
little evidence that students 
were reluctant to borrow to 
finance their education." 

The report also echoed Sec- 
retary of State John Roberts' 
remarks at the Council ot 
Ministers of Education, Canada 
(CMEC) meeting Jan 13 and 14 
that there are "wide Inequali- 
ties" in student financial assis- 
tance in different parts of the 
country. 



Families with university 
backgrounds tend to be self- 
perpetuating, the report con- 
cludes, In noting that it found 
"Students whose fathers had 
some university education 
formed a much higher propor- 
tion of all students in universi- 
ties than in community col- 
leges." 

The report also stated that 
women comprise 50 per cent of 
the student population but 
tended to enrol more in com- 
munity colleges than in univer- 
sities. 

Student leaders in Ottawa 
will not make an official 
response to the report until 
consultation with provincial 
student organizations and Indi- 
vidual campus students un- 
ions, said the National Union of 
Students In a statement re- 
leased Jan. 20. 

... In a statement, NUS Execu- 
tive Secretary Dan O'Connor 
said the survey results on stu- 
dents' income "and the relation- 
ship to educational opportunity 
seem highly unreliable." 

He questioned the report's 
conclusion that finances have 
little to do with determining 
who goes to school since no 
survey was done of people who 
had not gone on to a post- ' 
secondary education, saying 
"The central argument seems to 
be that since people in school 
have relatively few money wor- 
ries, people who don't attend 
school do so for reasons other 
than money." 

The concluding section of 
the report states that a detailed 
analysis was not included 
because the department wished 
to get the report out quickly so 
."the data still would be up-to- 
date when released." 
• As such, the release of the 
-report follows by a week the 
announcement of the CMEC, 
representing the provincial ed- , 
ucation and higher education 



ministers, that the organiza- 
tion, which makes recommen- 
dations to the Secretary of State 
about changes to the federal 
student financial aid program, 
had begun to study student aid 
policies, O'Connor noted. 

Despite his reservations 
about the accuracy of some of 
the report's data and the conc- 
lusions drawn from it, O'Con- 
nor said the report's findings 
on the composition of Cana- 
dian post-secondary students 
"Is not contradictory to the 
view of NUS and other student 
organizations." 

The fact that post-secondary 
education, particularly at the 
university level, Is 'generally 
limited to those of higher 
financial backgrounds, Is the 
reason student organizations 
are fighting for greater accessi- 
bility to post-secondary educa- 
tion, O'Connor said.

The ridicule to which UFO 
observers may be exposed 
was one of the reasons, , in 
Friedman's opinion, behind 
the slow development of UFO 
awareness. However, Fried- 
man asserted that , the better 
educated an Individual, the 
more likely he or she is to 
believe in UFOs. As evidence, 
Friedman cited a 1973 Gallup 
Poll which indicated that most, 
people believe in flying 
saucers. 

As an example of the 
growing awareness of flying 
saucers, Friedman mentioned 
a film now being produced by 
Columbia Pictures. The msot 
expensive picture that com- 
pany has made to date, the 
film will concern flying 
saucers and will be directed, 
by Stephen Spielberg, of Jaws 
fame. "Maybe", Friedman 
suggests, "it'll do for UFOs 
what it did for sharks".
